It would 
have quickly seized and punished the real 
offenders, and {t would have readily and oblig- 
ingly settled the clalms of the sufferers, showing 
thereby {ts earnestness and {ts {nnocence, In 
Ching, onthe contrary, reparation ‘is obtained 
with difficulty ff obtained at all, Hunan nature

Seeing an individual 
acting as we do the Chincse’ at present, we 
should very secon come to the conclusion that he 
{s not sincere, that he {s conceallng something, 
and weshould strongly suspect him of complicity, 
to any the least, In the foul play. .
